krt  ireworks!  Torchbearers!  Thousands  of  athletes  ooming 
together  from  all  over  the  world  to  compete!  That  can 
only  mean  one  thing:  Olympics  time!  The  2008  Summer 
Olympic  Games  were  held  in  Beijing,  Ohina  from  August  8- 
August  24.  Ohina  won  the  most  gold  medals  (56),  while 
the  U.S.  won  the  most  medals  overall  with  a final  total  of 
1 10  medals. 

The  top  ranked,  and  most  watched  athlete  of  the 
Olympics,  was  U.S.  swimmer  Michael  Phelps.  Phelps  broke 
the  record  tor  the  most  gold  medals  won  in  any  Olympics 
competition.  He  won  eight  gold  medals  while 
simultaneously  breaking  seven  world  records  in  his  sport. 
U.S.  swimmer  and  current  Loyola  freshman,  Katie  Hott, 
won  three  medals  (one  silver,  two  bronze),  two  individually 
and  one  with  the  U.S.  women's  swim  team.  Hott  currently 
serves  as  an  assistant  swimming  coach  for  Loyola. 

The  Beijing  2008  Paralympic  Games  were  held  from 
September  6-17.  Loyola  sophomore,  Philip  Scholz, 
participated  in  the  swimming  competition  in  five  events. 
Scholz  qualified  for  the  finals  in  the  100  meter  butterfly  and 
the  400  meter  freestyle  and  finished  eighth  and  fifth 
respectively.  Phelps,  Hott,  and  Scholz  were  honored  in  the 
Parade  of  Gold  in  Towson  on  October  8,  2008.

n 2008,  the  United  States  of  America  held  a history- 
making election,  ending  with  Barack  Obama  being 
elected  as  America's  first  black  President.  This  year,  facing 
multipie  chalienges  and  with  the  future  of  a nation  at 
stake,  students  at  coileges  and  universities  across 
America  turned  out  in  record  numbers,  and  the  levels  of 
participation  and  interest  at  Loyoia  were  no  exception.

I learned  so  many  things  about  various  lifestyles,  and  it  really 
opened  my  eyes  to  the  world.  Honestly,  when  I used  to  look 
at  a map  I barely  glanced  at  Asia.  Now,  it's  my  obsession,  i 
iove  everything  about  it  and  cannot  wait  to  go  back.  In  a 
nutshell,  my  study  abroad  experience  has  been  the 
highlight  of  my  iife  and  I wouldn't  trade  it  for  anything,  I 
know  this  sounds  cliche,  but  it's  so  true."

On  November  7,  2008,  Loyola 
students  and  faculty  gathered  for  a celebration  of  the 
college's  diversity  at  Loyola's  24th  Annual  International 
Festival,  McGuire  Hall  featured  an  array  of  flags  and 
balloons.  Not  only  did  the  event  offer  tasty  food,  it  also 
presented  authentic  outfits,  music  and  performances 
from  more  than  15  different  cultures. 

Each  culture  decorated  their  space  creatively  with 
flags,  colors  or  anything  they  felt  represented  their  culture.

Iiii^^lach  year  Loyola  College  presents  lectures  by 
various  departments  and  clubs  on  campus.  The  writing 
department  sponsored  a Modern  Masters  Reading  Series  to 
provide  young  writers  the  opportunity  to  meet  experienced 
writers  in  the  field.  The  series  consisted  of  six  different  sections. 
U.S.  Poet  Laureate  Kay  Ryan  presented  one  of  the  most  popular 
and  highly  attended  sessions.  Ryan  Is  the  16th  laureate  and  Is 
the  author  of  numerous  poetry  books.  Including  the  recent  Jam 
Jar  Lifeboat.  Ryan  stated,  "Inside  the  strange  is  the  ordinary,"  Her 
statement  alludes  to  how  her  poems  appear  to  be  strange,  but 
they  are  actually  about  ordinary  things. 

On  March  16,  2009,  Jennifer  Storm  spoke  about  her  book 
Blackout  G/T/ during  the  Sexual  Assault  Education  and 
Awareness  week.  Storm  explained  how  the  various  choices  she 
made  in  her  life  impacted  her  future.  Her  struggles  with  alcohol 
and  drug  abuse  that  led  to  a sexual  assault  were  major 
challenges  that  she  faced  In  life.  This  event  allowed  Individuals 
around  campus  ta  understand  the  difficulties  and  possibilities  of 
overcoming  difficult  situations. 

Professor  Walter  E,  Williams,  the  John  M,  Olin  Distinguished 
Professor  of  Economics  award  winner,  also  graced  the 
Evergreen  Campus.  Walter  Williams,  an  Economics  professor 
from  George  Mason  University,  presented  a lecture  entitled  "The 
Legitimate  Role  of  Government  in  a Free  Society."  He  discussed 
his  beliefs  on  little  government  intervention  during  difficult 
economic  times.  Williams  has  been  published  in  more  than  150 
scholarly  publications  and  has  also  co-hosted  the  Rush 
Limbaugh  Radio  Show. 

Princeton  University  Professor  Eddie  Glaude  was  the 
keynote  speaker  at  the  15th  Annual  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr. 
Convocation  on  January  17,  2009.  Glaude  is  the  author  of 
Exodus!  Religion,  Race  and  Nation  in  Early  19th  Century  Black 
America  and  his  most  recent  book.  In  a Shade  of  Blue.  Glaude 
encourages  black  Americans  to  concentrate  on  potential 
rather  than  the  standards  seen  in  the  past. 

On  February  18,  2009,  Professor  Matthew  Restall  of 

Pennsylvania  State  University  spoke  at  the  New  Conquest  History 
Lecture  about  the  Spanish  Conquest  and  the  relations  during 
the  Spanish  invasions  on  Native  American  empires.  The  Modern 
Languages  and  Literatures  Department  sponsored  the  lecture.

pring  Break  Outreach  is  a week-long  service 
experience  at  one  of  a selection  of  sites  throughout  the 
eastern  United  States.  Approximately  120  students,  faculty 
and  staff  participate  in  Spring  Break  Oul-reach,  meeting 
together  in  small  groups  during  the  weeks  prior  to  the  trip 
to  learn  about  the  host  community,  discuss  service  and 
social  justice  issues,  and  raise  funds  for  the  trip.  The  week 
of  service  involves  o variety  of  activities;  participants  learn 
about  the  history  and  culture  of  the  region  in  addition  to 
completing  tasks  needed  by  the  host  site.  All  participants 
make  a commitment  to  live  simply  during  their  week  of 
service;  this  often  means  staying  in  sleeping  bogs  in 
community  centers  and  churches  and  preparing  and 
eating  economical  meals.  During  and  following  the 
experience,  participants  are  involved  in  formal  reflection 
on  their  service  and  critical  analysis  of  the  social  justice 
issues  they  encounter.

ifling  through  my  wallet  cleartlng  out  the  old 
receipts,  gum  wrappers,  cookie  crumbs  and  sticky  notes 
on  which  are  scrawled  random  names  and  phone 
numbers,  I come  across  the  item  with  which  it  is  most 
difficult  to  part:  my  January  metro  pass.

Holding  the  pass  in  my  hand,  I am  transported  back 
to  the  metro  station.
